Political and Social Tyranny In tHo 
Cotton States—Opinion of a Georgia 
Magistrate. 


A Savannah correspondent of the N. T. 


Tribune says: 


Now, lot lue tell you, ns illustrating bet- 


ter than anything else I can write, what a 
planter of more than average wealth, said 
to me the other day, as we walked up and 
down the platform of a railway station, 
waiting for the arrival of the junction train. 
You must bear, in mind that he was a slave- 
holder, Southern by birth, by education, 
and in-feeling-, hating the republican party 
with a terrible bitterness, calling them all 
abolitionists, Had Mr. Hamlin " a free ne- 
gro ;" he was a man of considerable im- 
portance in his own neighborhood, and, as 
I learned from the salutation of an ac- 
quaintance, a magistrate also. From his 
conversation in the cars I had discovered, 
however, that he was uot a rabid secession- 
ist, if in favor of sec-fission at all. Aa we 
waited, one of the noisy disunionists, to be 
seen anywhere, was haranguing a knot of 
people, roaring for war, and cursing the 
administration heartily; 
when we had 


reached the other end of the platform, and 
were alone, my companion said, quietly 
enough, but with a sort of weary irony; 
" That is a fair specimen of the teachers 
of the southern people ; no other teachers 
are now. allowed. 
\Ye have a good deal 


changed, lately ; I would not have believed, 
ten years ago, that the time would, ever 
come when I couldn't stand up in Georgia 
and say what I thought it beat to say, at 
least free from personal peril, and that such 
a man as that yonder would ever represent 
the class which entirely controls the shift- 
ing people. I.have certain decided opin- 
ions upon the policy of immediate seces- 
sion, or secession at any time. I have, the 
right to hold such opinions ; it is my duty 
to hold some decided views, situated as I 
am in my county. But I cannot come out 
openly, loudly,. boldly, in defense of my. 
opinions, wilh the desire to spread them.— 
I should be injured in iny property—per- 
haps, probably indeed, in my own person ; 
yes, I am ashamed to say, I believe I 
should be mobbed, that my buildings would 
be burned, and that I shonld be forced to 
leave the state. For, when a man once 
falls under the hand of the mob, though 
they only threaten him to day, they will 
doubtless return to morrow aud burn his 
property, and the next dny they will bring 
a rope with them, looking out along the 
way for a convenient tree with a strong 
limb." 


I said to him : " Can it be that you do 


not exaggerate the danger of making your 
opinions known ?" . He replied : " I do not 
exaggerate, I know.what I am talking about. 
I am even now, at home, regarded with 
suspicion, because my views are well known 
and some of rny oldest acquaintances are; 
shy of me. This is not so much because 
they fear the present consequences of ac- 
l£no\?!edging they know me, but they say it 
may prejudice them by and by." " How is 
that T' '• Why, 
I can't tell you better thau 


to repeat what one of the fastest secession- 
ists said the other day about Stephens: 
' Never mind,' said he. ' When the stale 
goes out, and we are on our own hook, 
these fellows have got to walk straight and 
keep quiet, or they'll walk into trouble.' " 


I spoke then of the approaching election 


of delegates, asking if the freedom of the 
ballot was not allowed. He replied that he 
believed men were permitted to vote for 
whom they choose to vote ; but tlie trouble 
was to have such candidates put tip as they 
wanted to vote for. " See here," said he, 
" let us suppose we have a meeting to 
nom- 


inate candidates. There are to be resolu- 
tions adopted, and the meeting must ex- 
press its views on the question of secession. 
But if there happen to be'twenty or thirty 
snch fellows as that one out there present, 
they will control the meeting, hinder the' 
nnti'secessionists from saying anything, and 
will rush through their resolutions and car- 
ry their nominations just because no one 
could oppose them with safety. 


II It is all very well to talk about bold- 


ness ; but a rnob is a mob, and no honor 
comes from maltreatment at their hands. 
So, don't you see we might about as well be 
forbidden to vote for whom we please as to 
be forbidden to nominate or advocate the 
nomination of whom we pleaee ? I have 
the right to vote for A. B. or C. on the 2d 
of January, if I choose; but. neither of 
them is a candidate, and I am not allowed, 
a week before the 2d, to make a speech in 
favor ot either of them." I asked my com- 
panion what would be the result of this 
state of things after the state had seceded. 
His reply deserves to be remembered. He 
said, " the result will be. a 'tremendous emi- 
gration to the free states." 


LOVEJOY.—The N. Y. Times Washing- 


ton correspondent says : " Hon. Owen 
Lovejoy is. prepared to • make a speech as 
soon as an opportunity offers. 
It ia doubt-, 


fnl whether he will -congratulate the 'coun- 
try upon the departure of onr brethren, or 
propose to 'coerce' them 'back, to their 
senses.1 Probably, however, the latter pol- 
icy will be recommended by him. He is 
not noted for soft words upon the subject 
of slavery, and on this occasion they will 
undoubtedly be very much of the consis- 
tency of brickbats. Some one asked him 
what he thought of a certain speech noted 
somewhat for its conciliatory tone. 'We 
want,' said Lovejoy, 'no Melnncthons now: 
we want Martin Luthers. We want no one 
to write essays upon the Union and the sin 
and disasters of secession, hilt some one 
to throw the inkstand right at the head of 
the devil.' 
The comment excited some 


merriment among the company who heard 
it. 
Lovejoy ia.a character, decidedly.

Slavery Compromises. 


One of the panaceas of the Madison Pat- 


riot to cure the ills which afflict the coun- 
try, is a national convention to amend the 
constitution. It thinks that if the-compro- 
mises which it proposes, or some of them, 
were put into the constitution, then there 
would be a wall so high that neither con- 
gress nor the devil could get over it.

Captain 
Dougherty and Reed had under their com 
mand about 100 mariners, who were ir 
readiness for duty at a moment's notice, anc 
all the necessary arrangements were mad 
"or active service. By these arrangements 
if an attack had been. made, the assailant 
would have met with a warm reception. 


The rumors as to the exact plan of th 


attacking party were various, and as passe1 


from one person to another, did not lesse: 
in proportion" or importance. Some had i 
that James Kerrigan was at the head of th 
movement, and had under his command n 
less than 20,000 men, aud that the attac 
was to be made simultaneously, by Ian 
and water.

The formidable iron-cased frigate Warrior, 


the largest man-of war ever built, and more 
than 1,500 tons larger than the largest ves- 
sel in the world, after the Great Eastern, 
was safely launched into the Thames on the 
29th ult. There was some difficulty at the 
launch. The intense frosit of the previous 
night had, in fact, frozen her down to the 
" ways" so firmly that nothing would move 
hor. Hydraulic presses, which are always 
kept fixed and ready in case of such con- 
tretemps, were worked and pumped to the 
utmost they could bear, a heavy gun was 
fired on her upper deck to start her by con- 
cussion, but in vain ; she only moved slow- 
ly for a fev,' inches, when the frozen grease 
on the slips brought her up again fast aa 
ever. The tide was at its height,' and it 
was evident that if she did not start in a few 
minutes she would not be launched till the 
nest spring tides. A hawser was made fast 
to a powerful tug, hundreds of hammers 
made the " ways " vibrate, while the men 
on board ran from side to side to start her, 
but all to no purpose. At last two other 
tugs came to the assistance of the first, and 
fortunately their united efforts jrere success- 
ful. 
The Warrior moved a little slowly, 


then stopped, then started again, and gain- 
ing momentum as she descended, slid rapid- 
ly down into the water, and was safely afloat 
just as the tide began to i'ali. 


The Warrior is considered in England to 


be a rival to the famons French war-ship 
LaGloire. 
When in sea-going trim her 


main deck portsills will be about 8J- feet 
from the water, and in this respect she pos- 
sesses an immense ad vantage over LaGloire, 
whose ports are only 5 feet 9 inches—much 
too near the water to make her guns of any 
use in a sea way. In point of speed, also, 
the Warrior will probably be unrivaled.— 
Among other improvements the Warrior 
will inaugurate is one on the present cum- 
brous and awkward ship's gun carriage.— 
Those which will be furnished to her have 
the stands fixed, the gun running backward 
and forwards in a slide, with a pivot for 
training the gun fore or aft placed about the 
centre of the gun. Tho advantage of this 
is that it will allow the present wide port 
holes to" be redueed to half their width, 
without at all interfering with the range of 
the gun fore and aft. Thus the port holes 
of the Warrior will be three feet seven inch- 
es high, and only two wide, instead of four 
—a reduction which, of course, diminishes 
by one-half the chance of a shot or shell en- 
tering the aperture. For the space of near- 
ly two feet, also, all round the ports, the 
armor plates are seven inches thick. 


The walls of the Warrior are of five-inch 


iron plates, backed by twenty inches of solid 
teak, which Mr. Whitworth, the celebrated 
artillery-man, deems invulnerable. 


The work of fitting the Warrior with the 


rest of her plates and engines wiil soon go 
on aa rapidly as possible in the Victoria 
dock, whence she will start at the end of 
May or beginning of June, for Portsmouth, 
to be masted. 


MAJOR ANDERSON ASD GOT. PICEENS.— 


As Major Aiiderson's correspondence with 
GOT. Pickens haa been subjected to some 
comments, it is proper, says a Washington 
correspondent of the New York Tribune, 
that certain important facts should be known 
to the public. In consequence of his com- 
munication being cut off, he had no means 
of correspondence with the war department, 
to know its purposes or convey his own views, 
except by accidental and unfrequent op- 
portunities. It was decided after his remov- 
al to Fort Sumpter, and the departure of 
the South Carolina commissioners, to send 
reinforcements, and four companies of ar- 
tillery, from Fort Monroe, were ordered to 
the Brooklyn for that purpose. These or- 
ders were afterward countermanded, and 
Major Anderson's brother carried him the 
intelligence of that decision. Regarding it 
as conclusive, he could not and did not ex- 
pect to be reinforced. He had no knowl 
edge whatever concerning the movements 
of ihe Star of the West, or of her trans- 
ports. The first intimation that reached 
him was the booming of cannon from Mor- 
ris Island and Fort Moultrie. When he saw 
the national flag hoisted at her mast head, 
nnd heard the firing repeated, his batteries 
facing Fort Moultrie and the ship channel 
were unmasked, manned, and the gunners 
stationed with matches in their hands, wait- 
ing the signal to fire. The steamer turned 
and put to sea, and thus thfe bloody reckon- 
ing was averted. This statement will ex 
plain the general terms of his first letter to 
Governor Pickens concerning the firing up 
on the Bag, as he had none of the informa 
tion concerning the steamer which was 
familiarto everybody else. Had he known 
her mission, Fort Moultrie would have bee 
battered down.
